The original Patent or 


Charter, by which the Titles were conferred, is not to be diſcovered 
in the Records, but it is the Object of this Paper to prove, by a 
Statement of Facts and Authorities i in the Order of Time, that with 


the territorial Right of the Principality, they veſt in the Eldeſt Son 
of the King, from the Hour of his Birth, and entitle him to all the

It is certain that Walter, the Son of Allan, had immenſe Poſſeſ- 


ſions in Scotland. The Lands of Renfrew, Paiſley, Pollock, Cath- 
cart, Eagilſhame, Drips, Lochwinnoch, and Inchinnan, conſtituting 
the chief Part of what is now called the Barony and Shire of Ren- 


frew, beſides the Lands of Innerwick in Eaſt Lothian, and Haſſenden, 


Legertwood, &c. in Roxburghſhire, belonged to him. He ap- 
pears to have obtained a Charter of theſe, and of the Sene/challia, 


from David I.; and a Confirmation of this Charter from Mal- 


colm IV. tenend. ſibi et hæredibus ſuis, is printed in Crawford's Hiſ- 


tory of the Stewarts.

What Correſpondence enſued 3 in cdulequence of this Minute, os. 
twixt his Majeſty and the Privy Council, does not appear.—lt is 
moſt hkely that Lord Kincleven explained the Fact to be, that the 
ſuperior Title of the King's Son was Duke of Rotheſay, and tho' one 
of his inferior Titles was unqueſtionably Earl of Carrick, yet this 
was different from the Title now meant to be conveyed, which was taken 
not from the Earldom of Carrick in Ayrſhire, but from a ſmall Place 
called Carrick in Orkney, which was Part of Lord Kincleven's Eſtate, 
as appears from a Charter in his Favour, of certain Lands in Ork- 
ney, dated January 14, 16 32.—In conſequence of this Explanation, 
the Difficulty muſt have been removed; for at the Diſtance of two 
Years and a Half, viz. on December 14, 1630, the following 
Minute appears in the Council Book:

5tb, There is nothing in the Records, or in Hiſtory, to counte- 
nance the Idea that theſe Titles were granted during Life only, or

that they were conferred: upon each Prince by diſtin Creations. If 
they had been ſo granted, it is impoſſible that the Charters or Patents 
in favour of ſo many ſueceſſtve Princes could have been loſt, and that 
not a Trace of any one of them ſhould be diſcoverable from Re- 
cord. 

6th, On the contrary, it is tends deducible from the Act of Par- 
liament paſſed in the Year 1489, from the Charters in favour of the 
Vaſſals, and from many other Circumſtances, that the Titles were 
hereditary, or that they veſted in the Prince as in the Right of the 
Principality by his Birth, deſcendible to the next apparent Heir of 
the Crown, whenever one ſhould exiſt; the uniform Style of the 
Charters being, that the Lands thereby granted ſhould be held of the 
Prince and his Succefſors, Dukes of Rotheſay, or Earls of Carrick, 

7th, As the territorial Eſtate of the Principality veſted in the 
Crown when there was no Prince, ſo the Titles of Dignity attached 
to the Principality were uſed by ſeveral of the Kings in that Situation; 
particularly James VII. before he forfeited the Crown, and before the 
Birth of his Son, ſtyled himſelf Duke of Rothelay i in all Matters bh 
lating to the Principality. 
- 8th, Since the Union, the Principality, and the Titles of b Dig 
nity annexed to it, have been enjoyed by three ſucceſſive Princes; 
two of whom have voted without Oppoſition at different Elections of 
the Peers of Scotland. ; | 

th, The moſt eminent Lawyers, Stateſmen, and Antiquaries of 
Scotland, treat of the Title of Rotheſay as attached to the Appanage
